m ‘EI Nifo’ effect making for a not- 
so-white winter in northern sald 


Though a blast of snow and cald in 
November had northern Michigan 
residents bracing for more to come, 
the winter that threatened to come in 
like a lion has, so far, been more like 
a lamb. 

According to meteorologist Andy 
Sullivan of the National Weather Ser- 
vice in Gaylord, the trend of warmer 
temperatures and limited snowfall is 
not likely to end anytime soon, thanks 
to the return of the “El Nifio” weather 
pattern. “Typically in northern Michi- 
gan, with an El Nifio pattern [the area 
will see] above-normal temperatures 
and slightly below-normal precipita- 
tion,” Sullivan said, adding that the 
National Weather Service is classify- 
ing the current weather pattern as a 
“weak El Nifio.” 

As of last week, the area had tal- 
lied 23.9 inches of snow for the month 
of December, making a total of 36.9

Fighting

hen Shane Williams 
grabbed a garden hose 
to dowse a kitchen 


blaze it was an automatic reaction. 
Everyone was out of the house, the 
fire department on its way, and the 
spigot and hose just outside the slid- 
ing glass door. 

Rather than wait, Williams stood 
half in, half out, of the black-smoke 
filled house and let the water flow. By 
the time sirens could be heard, the 
stove fire was extinguished. 

His aunt’s potentially disastrous 
cooking calamity was diffused. 

At 16, Williams was energized by 
the conquest. 

“T loved every minute of it,” he 
said. 

That day in Thousand Oaks, Calif., 
Williams’ life took a turn that has 
birthed a successful business with 
four divisions, all of which are related 
to the firefighting industry. 

One of the responders who came 
to Williams’ house that day was a 
young cadet, training for a career in 
firefighting. An exhilarated Williams 
learned how to sign up for training. 
He entered the Explorer Program with 
the Los Angeles County Fire Depart- 
ment.

From there, Williams entered the 
U.S. Navy and became a rescuc 
swimmer and damage controlman on 
a guided missile cruiser. Upon release 
from the Armed Forces, Williams 
entered Miramar Junior College and 
pursued an associate's degree in fire 
science. Two years later, he was hired 
by the U.S. Forest Service to respond 
to the massive forest fires that devour 
thousands of healthy acres in one 
gulp. 

Williams never has been far from 
flames — either by directing drench- 
ing them or by running his business 
that helps firefighters remain 
equipped to do their jobs. The four 
divisions of Shane Williams Enter- 
prises, Inc., include: 

1. Fire Trader, a national magazine 
distributed to 35,800 stations monthly 
that enables fire departments to buy 
or sell their used equipment; 

2. Michigan Fire Equipment, which 
sells a vast array of new and used 
equipment to departments throughout 
the state: 

3.Sam Brown Shields, which 
manufactures, sells and distributes 
made-to-order heat-resistant leather 
helmet fronts; 

4. Goodwill of the Fire Service, the 
newest division that works as a con- 
duit between departments donating 
older equipment and small depart-

could be worse —- in 1997, the area saw only 16.4 
inches of snow for the entire month of December. 

Tell that, though, to area snow enthusiasts. 
According to Jordan Valley Snowmobile Council 
member Gary Roberts, despite careful prepara- 
ions throughout the last year, council volunteers 
haven’t had a single opportunity to groom trails 
this season. 

“The trail officially opened on Dec. 1," Roberts 
said, “but we haven’t done any grooming.” 
Though in late November, the area did see a 
significant amount of snow in a late fall storm, by 
the time the trails opened, the light, fluffy snow 
had all “blown away,” Roberts said. 

Council members had kept busy in recent 
months preparing for snowmobilers, repairing five 
bridges and completing signing on the Jordan 
Valley trails. “Our guys worked really hard in the 
off season,” Roberts said. Their hard work, 
however, has yet to pay off, as their massive 
groomers sit idle, waiting for the white stuff to 
arrive, 

“It really hurts us [financially],” Roberts said, 
noting that the council is paid by the State of 
Michigan by the mile “only if we groom.” 

“Our machines have been ready to go for about 
two months,” he said. “We’ve had our drivers 
pre-meetings, all our procedures are set, the 
schedule for the drivers ig set up. Now we’re just 
waiting for Mother Nature to cooperate.” 

Unfortunately, in the near future, Mother Nature 
doesn’t appear to be promising much. In the 
upcoming weeks of winter, according to meteo- 
rologist Sullivan, there are “no big storms on the 
horizon,” and according to the national Climactic 
Data Center in Washington D.C., the long-term 
outlook is for more of the same.

ing in 2002 of just over $1 million. 

“We've doubled almost every 
year,” Williams said. 

The business was but six months 
old when Williams moved to East Jor- 
dan from southern California. He had 
met and married a native of the 
smaller northern community, Tricia, 
while in the Navy. The couple decided 
to make the move home after discov- 
ering they were going to have a baby. 

In the early days. Shane Williams 
Enterprises was a recruiting business. 
a conduit between stations and 
firefighters looking for work. f{t later 
began to recruit law enforcement and 
rescue professionals. Up to 800 indi- 
vidual subscribers were clued into 
who was hiring and where qualifying 
tests were being held. 

As of August 2001 that part of the 
business was closed. The information 
was now easily accessible from 
people's homes. 

“The Internet was killing us so we 
pulled the plug.” Williams said. of the 
business that was now down to 100 


subscribers. 

The other ventures, however, were 
already in the works. The key to con- 
tinuing success at Shane Williams 
Enterprises has been flexibility and 
“being in the right place at the right 
time.” as Williams would say. 

“As opportunities come along, | 
just jump at them,” he added. “I think 
opportunity is out there all the time. 
It's a matter of being in a position to 
do something about them.” 

One example is Williams’s fran- 
chise with Sam Brown Shields. Sam 
Brown began making custom shields 
out of his locker while a firefighter in 
Los Angeles, Calif. He retired 10 
years ago and continues to create the 
shields. However, he’s a one-man 
show who doesn’t want to work his 
retirement away. 

When Williams contacted Smith at 
his Kentucky home and asked if he 
could handle an additional 200 shields 
a month for his customers, the man 
said no. But rather than go elsewhere, 
he bought into the franchise and al- 
lowed the elder firefighter to teach 
him his trade. 


Now Williams employee Olin 
Halbert is making the custom shields 
for departments around the country, 
about 200 a month. 

Like manufacturing the shields, 
Williams hasn't been intimated about 
taking steps into the unknown. Years 
ago, when a potential client asked 
Williams if he received purchase or- 
ders, he answered yes und prepared 
for her fax. 

Immediately after hanging up the 
telephone, he called his mother-in- 
law and asked her, “What's a purchase 
order?” 

“T've learned how to run a business 
as I've gone.” he said. “I've made a 
lot of costly mistakes. You're going 
to pay for your education one way or 
another.” 

What Williams doesn't know how 
to do he hires. ~ 

He has an accountant advise him 
on growth and the minutia of running 
a business. He employs an office 
manager, graphic artist. advertising 
sales specialist and someone to cus- 
tom produce the helmet shields. Other 
than the sales representatives, who 
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travel the roads keeping in contact 
with customers, the team works from 
an unassuming location ~ a small 
commercial building that looks like a 
house — in East Jordan. The shields 
are crafted in a small building next 
door. : 

The entire enterprise operates with- 
out flashy signs or marketing cam- 
paigns. 

“As long as the fire, police and 
ambulance departments know I'm 
here, | can do business.” Williams 
said. 

The local departments know Will- 
iams is here because he’s been ac- 
tively involved as a volunteer at most 
of them at some point. 

He's been firefighter, ambulance 
volunteer and on the city commission 
in East Jordan. His business is made 
nationally known through the publi- 
cation and word of mouth. 

Regardless of why, success contin- 
ues to come. Williams is expecting 
10-15 percent growth in the business 
this year, even while trying to main- 
tain business as usual. 

He recently sold his first fire en-
